Budget cuts leave children’s services with uncertain futures 


CHILDREN’S centre users should 
expect more cuts to the county’s vi- 
tal services next year, campaigners 
in Banbury have warned. 

It follows last week’s Oxfordshire 
County Council budget meeting, where 
members negotiated over more than 
£69m of savings to be made in the next 
four years. 

Following eight hours of discussions 
between party leaders, an agreement 
was reached that included reducing 
£2m of the money cut from early inter- 
vention hubs and children centres. 

But this means £15.2m of savings 
across the board will have to be found 
over the next few years. 

Of that figure, £10.3m must be decided 
by finance bosses in the next 12 months. 

Members of the Banbury and Bicester 
Labour Group have criticised the final 
budget, and warned similar cuts should 
be expected next year. 

Speaking after the vote, party chair- 
man Terry Davis, who has campaigned 
against the cuts to services, said: “It is 
clear that these cuts were a step too far. 

“In the end, although the Conserva- 
tive-Independent alliance agreed to La- 
bour’s proposals, there are no guaran- 
tees the centres will stay open beyond 
the next 12 months. 

“We are concerned the Conservatives

and their councillor allies will seek to 
reintroduce these cuts again in 2017. 

“If these centres are to be permanent- 
ly saved, it’s important the public main- 
tains pressure on the county council 
over the next 12 months and beyond.” 

After the meeting, party leaders re- 
leased a joint statement that said: “We 
felt strongly that, given the unprec- 
edented financial position that Oxford- 
shire County Council in particular and 
local government in general is facing, 
we had come to a cross party agreement 
on what is best for Oxfordshire. 

“These changes and the agreement 
we have made are also very much in 


tres open through other means. 

Among the other cuts decided by the 
county council last Tuesday were £1.5m 
taken from homeless services and £18m 
to adult social care. 

The county councillor for Bloxham 
and Easington, and leader of Banbury 
Town Council, Kieron Mallon, claimed 
responsibility for instigating the budg- 
et negotiations. 

He said: “Tough decisions will still 
take place over the coming months and 
years but this new budget will lessen 
the immediate impact on users of the 
services we provide and help new ways 
of working to be explored further. 

“T am extremely proud to have been 
the instigator that has led to this con- 
sensus county budget being set.”

NORTH Oxfordshire MP 
Victoria Prentis claims 
she would defy David 
Cameron over her oppo- 
sition to HS2.

We now have a local 
plan and my only concern is that 
we make sure we stick to it. 

“What I do want to push forward 
is more money to be spent on in- 
frastructure, and I am asking for 
more to be given for new schools 
and roads.”

Worries of rise in 
rough sleepers 


Councillors concerned 
about the impact of cuts 
to support for homeless 


HEALTH leaders fear cuts to 
homeless services could see 
the number of rough sleep- 
ers across the county rise 
into the hundreds. 

The most recent estimate from 
November revealed 90 people 
were sleeping on Oxfordshire’s 
streets — including 21 in the 
Cherwell area. 

County-wide the figure is 22 
more than the target set for the 
districts and Oxford City Coun- 
cil. 

It comes as a new project for 
Cherwell is launched to help 
residents get rough sleepers off 
the street by reporting them 
through the national Street Link 
service. Through this, people 
can raise concerns about an indi- 
vidual, who will then be assessed 


and offered support services and 
accommodation. 

Cherwell District Council 
lead member for housing John 
Donaldson said: “There a lot of 
myths surrounding rough sleep- 
ing and homelessness which 
we are working hard to clarify 
so that people who are affected 
have a better understanding of 
the help available. 

“Although there are only a 
handful of rough sleepers in the 
district, we believe that one case 
is one too many so are working 
with other agencies to try and 
tackle the issue.” 

A report on homelessness 
across Oxfordshire was pre- 
sented to the county’s Health Im- 
provement Partnership Board 
last week, with councillors ex- 
pressing concerns over the pos- 
sible impact of cuts. 

At the meeting last Thursday, 
committee chairman Ed Turner 
said: “Rough sleepers is a real 
concern. 

“If the rough sleeping number 


is 90 now, and if the services are 
being deleted, we would be doing 
rather well if we were under a 
couple of hundred.” 

The report showed the number 
of homeless households in tem- 
porary accommodation, based 
on information from September, 
was 218 — with 128 of them in 
Oxford - and 20 homeless house- 
holds in bed and breakfasts. 

It means the councils are on 
course to miss the year-on-year 
target of reducing the number to 
fewer than 192 by March. 

Homelessness is not a county 
council responsibility, but the lo- 
cal authority puts cash towards 
it through ‘housing related sup- 
port’ services. 

These help homeless people 
regain independence by helping 
to house them, improve their 
health, apply for benefits and 
provide training. 

At its budget meeting last Tues- 
day, the county council agreed to 
slash this support by 65 per cent 
— about £1.5m. 


Man who ‘thought it would be fun to stab 
someone’ is handed four-year jail term 


AMAN who left a Tesco store 
manager fearing for his life after 
brandishing a knife told officers 
he thought it would be “fun” to 
stab someone. 

Bartolomiej Kubacz, of 
Marlborough Place, Banbury, 
was handed a four-year jail term 
at Oxford Crown Court on 
Tuesday after admitting a spate 
of offences between January 
and September last year. 

The 24-year-old smirked as 
prosecutor Edward 
Hollingsworth recalled the 
offences, which included 
threatening manager Richard 
Bennett with a knife while he 
was working at Tesco Extra, in 
Lockheed Close, Banbury. 


Sentencing, Judge Ian Pringle 
said: “ It’s clear you have 
absolutely no remorse for the 
way that you behaved.” 

Mr Hollingsworth said Mr 
Bennett approached the 
defendant after spotting him 
eating chicken from the deli 
counter at about 9.15pm on 
September 8. 

He said Mr Bennett spoke to 
Kubacz again shortly before 
midnight and asked him to pay 
for the £64.32 worth of alcohol he 
had drunk while in the store. 

The prosecutor said the “cold 
and calm” defendant then pulled 
a knife from his jeans pocket, 
pointing it at his victim. 

Mr Hollingsworth added: “Mr 


Bennett was genuinely afraid he 
would not see his family again.” 

Kubacz threw oranges at 
officers when they arrived, 
before he was detained at 
Littlemore Hospital under the 
mental health act. He also 
attacked hospital staff Pauline 
Kuzanga and Osilu Hassan on 
September 24. 

During police interviews, 
Kubacz had said he was 
“curious” to know how it felt to 
stab someone. He said: “I wanted 
to stab someone because I 
thought it would be fun.” 

Kubacz also admitted one 
count of attempted burglary and 
causing criminal damage at 
Abingdon police station.

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Firefighters of the future ride on engines and try their hands 


h hosepipes as Scouts visit station 


THE next generation of 
potential firefighters got to try 
out the equipment as a group of 
more than 30 Cub Scouts toured 
Banbury Fire Station. 

The young boys and girls from 
the Ist Grimsbury group visited 
to learn more about how people 
can stay safe in their homes as 
well as the work the fire service 
does in the community.

It was not all plain sailing 
though, as halfway through the 
tour the crew had to leave when 
they were called out to an 
incident. 

But fortunately it was only to 
help free someone who had 
locked themselves in a room. 

Adult volunteer Alex 
Lyczkowski said: “The visit was 
an excellent way of learning 
about what the fire service does 
and how people can keep safe at 
home. 

“One of the great things about 
being an adult volunteer with 
Scouts is that we get to go places, 
such as on to a fire engine,

Firm in £40k fine 
over finger crush 


Heating company found 
in breach of health and 
safety rules by executive

A HEATING company has 
been fined £40,000 after a 
worker crushed his fingers 
in a hydraulic press. 

Banbury Magistrates’ Court 
heard a Walraven Ltd employee 
had set up the press without the 
safety being applied, and when 
he accidentally activated the ma- 
chine, it crushed the tips of his 
index finger and thumb. 

The Health and Safety Execu- 


tive carried out an investigation 
into the incident, which hap- 
pened on March 12 last year. 

It found that it had been com- 
mon practice at the site to leave 
the safety off during the press 
set-up. 

They also found the risk as- 
sessment for the work was in- 
adequate and was not reviewed 
regularly. 

The company, based in Thorpe 
Way, Banbury, pleaded guilty on 
February 9 to breaching regula- 
tions on use of equipment and 
health and safety. 

It was also told to pay costs of 
£1,353.60. 

Walraven Ltd general manager 
Gary Gardener said: “We are a 
family business with firm links 
to the local community through 
both our charitable activities 


and a strong commitment to 
staff welfare and social respon- 
sibility. 

“We would like to express our 
sadness at the injury sustained 
to one of our valued employ- 
ees, and relief that he returned 
to full health and rejoined the 
team. 

“We have gone to great lengths 
to review and improve our 
health and safety policies and 
ensure we prevent any future 
incidents.” 

HSE inspector Leon Donovan 
said: “A risk assessment needs 
to be suitable and sufficient and 
carried out by a competent per- 
son. 

“It should identify the risks 
associated with all aspects of a 
machine’s operation including 
setting up and maintenance.”

SECRET IN THEIR EYES (15, 111 
mins) A thriller/romance with 
Chiwetel Ejiofor, Nicole Kidman, 
Julia Roberts and Alfred Molina. 
Director: Billy Ray 

HOLLYWOOD has never been 
shy about resetting the delicate, 
glittering jewels of foreign 
cinema as gaudy showcases for 
A-list stars. 

When Argentinian writer- 
director Juan Jose Campanella 
won the Oscar for his 2009 
thriller El Secreto De Sus Ojos, it 
was only a matter of time before 
an English-language version 
surfaced. 

The sturdy structure and 
hairpin twists remain firmly in 
place in writer-director Billy 
Ray’s Secret In Their Eyes, but 
the original’s politically charged 
setting — the volatile period 
before Argentina’s Dirty War — 
has been replaced by the 
paranoia and fear that 
percolated across the US after 
the September 11 attacks. 

In 2002 Los Angeles, FBI 
counter-terrorism officer Ray 
Karsten (Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
assesses possible threats 
emanating from a local mosque. 

He is called to a crime scene 
close to the mosque and 
identifies the raped and 
mutilated body of a girlina 
dumpster as Caroline Cobb (Zoe 
Graham), the daughter of his 
good friend, Jessica Cobb (Julia 
Roberts), who works as an 
investigator for district attorney 
Martin Morales (Alfred Molina). 

Flanked by his partner Bumpy 
Willis (Dean Norris), Ray 
promises Jess that he will 
apprehend the killer and they 
identify a comic book-obsessed 
misfit called Marzin (Joe Cole) 
as the prime suspect. 

Ray and assistant DA Claire 
Sloan (Nicole Kidman) attempt 
to entrap Marzin, but Morales 
warns them off because the 
oddball is a police informant. 

“That boy is untouchable. 
Welcome to the war on terror,” 
growls the district attorney. 


Thirteen years later, Ray 
identifies a man who he believes 
is Marzin in disguise. 

He reunites with Jess and 
Claire to solve the case, but 
reopening old wounds comes at 
a terrible price. 

Unfolding in dual time frames 
13 years apart, Secret In Their 
Eyes is a competent update of a 
vastly superior tale of 
retribution and regret. 

Ejiofor, Roberts and Kidman 
are solid in underwritten roles, 
the latter distinguishing herself 
in an electrifying interrogation 
room scene. 

A bold final flourish should 
stun audiences who haven’t had 
the intense, nerve-racking 
pleasure of. watching the 
original. 


THE FOREST (15, 93 mins) A 
horror/romance with Natalie 
Dormer and Taylor Kinney. 
JASON Zada’s formulaic horror 
might be dismissed as 
exploitative and tasteless for 
conjuring supernatural scares 
in Aokigahara Forest, a 
notorious real-life hotspot for 
Japanese suicides at the foot of 
Mount Fuji. 

But that would credit The 
Forest with more intelligence, 
guile and intent than are on 
display in its ham-fisted and 
plodding script. 

The hodgepodge of genre 
clichés and malnourished, two- 
dimensional characters fail to 
make us shift in our seats, let 
alone jump out of them with 
genuine fright. 

Zada’s direction is equally 
poor, lazily going through the 
motions, while performances 
from Natalie Dormer and Taylor 
Kinney are as wooden as the 
swaying timbers. 

Police in Japan telephone Sara 
Price (Dormer) in America to 
inform her that identical twin 
Jess (Dormer again with 
different hair colour) is lost, 
presumed dead, in the dense 
sprawl of Aokigahara. 


Chiwetel Ejiofor in

Sara is initially waylaid by a 
woman who stores the bodies of 
the suicides in her basement. 

Thankfully, Jess isn’t one of 
the corpses and Sara makes her 
way to a roadside hotel, where 
she befriends a reporter called 
Aiden (Taylor Kinney). 

He offers to help search for the 
sibling in the company of a 
professional guide, in exchange 
for using Sara’s turmoil as the 
basis for an article. 

Dormer is emotionally frozen 
throughout and fails to catalyse 
any palpable sparks of screen 
chemistry with Kinney. 

Messy flashbacks to the 
sisters’ past hamper any half- 
hearted attempts to generate 
dramatic momentum. 


levotend by Gerard Woodward,

GERARD Woodward is probably 
best known for his trilogy of stories 
about the Jones family - August, 
I'll Go To Bed At Noon and A Curi- 
ous Earth. But his latest offering, 
Legoland, sees him once again 
return to writing short stories. The 
stories range from the mundane to 
the surreal. There’s the beautifully 
observed story of Williamina who 
leaves her husband only to find 
herself receiving regular visits from 
persistent suitors. Then there’s the 
man who creates an exact replica of 
his sitting room in his basement - 
but everything is upside down, and 
the writer who ends up on the run 
after he finds himself caught up in 
a bloody revolution. A strong sense 
of black humour runs throughout 
these 15 stories. They will leave you 
amused, sometimes confused and

They and 
the rest of the Culver Valley police 
team must track down a murderer, 
code-named Billy Dead Mates be- 
cause of his habit of killing pairs of 
friends. Central to the investigation 
are spiky, stand-up comedian Kim 
Tribbeck and strident feminist Son- 
dra Halliday, who fires off vitriolic 
blogs and wages battle with all and 
sundry on social media.

Auction interest grows in Defenders 


DEMAND for late-plate Land Rover 
Defenders is on the rise at auction, 
reports vehicle information firm 
Glass’s, as the iconic 4x4 has 
stopped production after almost 
70 years. 

Low mileage examples are being 
snapped up by dealers keen to 
fulfil a burst of consumer interest 
in the model as it comes to the end 
of the road. 

Jayson Whittington, manager of 
commercial vehicle valuations, said 
that Defenders tended to perform 
well at auction due to low supply, 
but that there had been a 
noticeable increase in interest in 
recent months. 

“While production is only now 


ceasing, order books for new 
Defenders have been closed for 
some months and there has been a 
noticeable increase in demand for 
used units at auction, with dealers 
actively seeking out late plated, 
low mileage examples to fulfil 
what appears to be growing retail 
demand. 

“It may be that this increased 
interest is probably, in part, being 
driven by a nostalgic urge to own 
one of the final generation of this 
much-loved icon.” 

Jayson urged caution, however, 
for those who may be thinking of 
buying a Defender as a potential 
investment. 

“Our view is that, while it is not 


inconceivable that values could 
rise a little further in the future, we 
are many, many years away from 
any investment of this kind paying 
worthwhile dividends. 

“People who want to buy a 
Defender should do so for the 
same reasons as they have been 
doing for decades - that it is an 
incredibly well-proven and capable 
4x4 that will keep going in the 
toughest of conditions.” 

He added that, generally, values 
would remain heavily dependent 
on condition and mileage. 

And units that show clear 
evidence of having been used 
commercially do not live up to 
price expectations.
